O n the twenty-second of February 
the Sixth Annual Indoor Games 
of the George Washington Uni- 
versity, will be held in Convention 
Hall in this city, and it is up to the 
students of the University to make 
this affair a success financially. It 
doesn’t seem fair to the only branch 
of athletics that has escaped the 
fate of the others, that this Meet 
should go in the hole every year. 

, For the deficits of past years the 
students are to blame and no one 
else. For instance, last year there 
were only eighty-two tickets sold 
to students and the registration 
was nearly thirteen hundred. Show 
some school spirit and come and 
bring somebody with you. 

For the Meet itself, little, that’s 
definite, can be said at this time. 
However, there will be numerous 
college relays, Virginia, Swarth- 
more, Lehigh, Richmond, Wash- 
ington and Lee, Catholic Univer- 
sity, Carlisle, and North Carolina 
have signified their willingness to 
send relays. Also there will prob- 
ably be three or four Olympic 
stars in the games. The list of 
events is similar to last year, ex- 
cept that the 440-yard dash and the 
2-mile run will be South Atlantic 
Association Championships and the 
S. A. A. Championship medals will 
be awarded. As usual there will 
be an Inter- Fraternity Relay and 
it is hoped that all the Fraternities 
will contest for the Placque, which 
will be given. 

We expect to enter a relay and 
some individual entries at the 
Fifth Regiment and Tohns Hopkins 
Meet on February fifteenth and to 
go down to Richmond on the eighth 
of March, and anyone who expects 
to try for the team should come 
out at once, as trials will be held in 
Convention Hall the first of next 
week.

mines have had a monopoly on the 
potash industry,” said Dr. Cam- 
eron. 'There is no need of this, so 
far as the United tSates is con- 
cerned. This country has ample 
means of providing itself with all 
the potash it needs. In the West 
there undoubtedly are large de- 
posits of potash in one form or an- 
other, although none of these large 
deposits have been located. 

“There are desert basins west of 
the Mississippi which contain rich 
deposits. If they are properly 
worked Americans will not spend 
from $io ; ooo,ooo to $16,000,000 
per year for German potash as hith- 
erto. 


A special meeting of the Society 
was held Friday evening, Jan. 
I7»th, in Chemistry Lecture Hall, 
when a lecture on the potash prob- 
lem was delivered by Frank K. 
Cameron, Ph.D., in charge of 
Physical and Scientific Investiga- 
tions, Bureau of Soils. 

Dr. Cameron was introduced by 
Professor Munroe, who in a few 
well-chosen remarks, spoke of Dr. 
Cameron’s complete fitness to dis- 
cuss any subject relating to soil 
chemistry. 

After explaining why certain 
constituents were necessary for 
plant growth and the necessity for 
their presence in the soil, Dr. Cam- 
eron showed that we have in this 
country all of these materials in 
abundance and that it is simply a 

J uestion of getting them in a con- 
ition suitable for use. 

Dr. Cameron illustrated his lect- 
ure with a number of samples from 
all over the country. He pointed 
out that potash could be success- 
fully extracted from the kelp sea 
weed banks, large quantities of 
which are found off the California 
and Alaskan coasts. 

"Hitherto the German potash 



“The peparation of kelp is be- 
coming a proriiinent industry on 
the Pacific Coast. There is a fac- 
tory at Seattle and one near San 
Francisco, both of which prepare 
kelp in a number of ways and sell 
it directly to farmers within a 
radius of IDO miles of their re- 
spective factories. 

“Americans also place their en- 
tire potash supply on the result of 
the management of German mines. 
Recently a big Prussian mine was 
flooded and t per cent of the 
world’s potash supply was lost, be- 
cause once a potash mine is flooded 
its potash is lost. 

“In view of the large native de- 
posits of potash in the United 
States and along its coasts there is 
no need of this country buying 
from Germany.” 

President Lepper thanked the 
speaker for the very interesting and 
instructive lecture, and the meeting 
adjourned'.

Cameron offered to the ladies pres- 
ent a new confection made from 
kelp, by dipping it in hot sugar 
syrup, after the potash salts have 
been extracted.
